The obverse of this medal is imitated from a copper coin of Augustus. It 
commemorates Anson's defeat and capture of the French fleet off Cape 
Finisterreon 3 M ay 1747. Thereverse, struck from two dies, records Anson's 
celebrated voyage around the world, from September 1740 to June 1744, 
during which hesuffered many disasters, achieved some successes, and finally 
captured the Spanish galleon, the Nuestra Senora de Covadonga, with a 
treasure exceeding 300,000. Names mentioned are those of the officers of 
hisown ship, TheCenturion. Officers: Admiral Sir Percy Brett, Vice-admiral 
Sir Peter Dennis, Vice-Admiral John Campbel, Admiral Viscount Augustus 
Keppel, Captain Philip Saumarez and Admiral Sir Charles Saunders. The 
medal was probably commissioned by Thomas Anson, George's older, 
bachelor brother, W hig M .P. and founder of the Society of Dilettanti, whose 
‘cabinet of medals’ is referred to by Josiah Wedgewood. A variety has the 
correct but less commonly found spelling of 'Campbel’ (this medal) on the 
reverse. Production accounts includethechargeof 80 for thedies, and the 
supply of fifty gold and eighty silver medals, the cost of each being |6 13s 
and 9s 10d respectively. Correspondence refers to forty medals having been 
struck in copper. Admiral of the fleet G eorgeLord Anson was born in 1697. 
Entering theR oyal N avy in 1712, hetook part in the Battle of Passaro in 1718 
as Lieutenant, and became Captain in 1724. In 1737 he commissioned The 
Centurion, and when war broke out with Spain two years later Anson was 
made Commodore and given a small squadron for operations in the Pacific, 
but the death of men prevented his sailing until Seotember 1740. Dispersed 
by a heavy gale off Cape Horn, The Centurion reached J uan Fernandez in 
June 1741, with only two ships in company.

A raremedal honouring the circumnavigator Lord Anson. Theidentity of the 
maker is not known. The medal commemorates the British victory over the 
French at Cape Finisterrein 1747, during the War of the Austrian Succession. 
T he obverse of the medal shows half-length figures of Admiral Lord George 
Anson and Admiral Sir Peter Warren, while the reverse depicts a sea battle. 
Anson, who had returned from the extraordinary Centurion voyage just three 
years earlier, was possibly the most famous Englishman at thetime, not least 
on account of the fabulous prize money that he had earned from a voyage 
that was in every other sense a disaster. The return of HM S Centurion in 
the summer of 1744 was the occasion of popular celebration and intense 
interest in the events of the tumultuous four year voyage round the world, 
which had culminated in the capture of the M anila treasure galleon. " After 
the fleet's failure off Toulon in February the navy stood in need of a popular 
triumph, and the capture of a treasure galleon was in the public mind the 
next best thing to a fleet victory. Day after day the newspapers carried reports 
of the homecoming: the procession from Portsmouth to London, with thirty 
two wagons laden with treasure; the feting of Anson and his men; details of 
the prize money and the dispute over its allocation..." (Williams, p. 229). 
The hero-worship of Anson continued apace with his successes against the 
French. The first battle off Cape Finisterre, between Anson's thirteen ships 
of thelineand the French Admiral Dela] onquiere's smaller fleet, lasted just 
three hours with most of the French men-of-war taken.

He 
was aware that French Expedition under the command of Louis Antoine 
de Bougainville had done this, leaving France in 1766 with a supply of 
medals to be distributed in the course of the voyage. Ironically, it was the 
Foresters-father and son-who probably discussed this matter with Banks 
- George Forester had translated Bougainville's voyage into English, and he 
and his father Johann Reinhold wereto displace Banks in his second voyage. 
W hile the idea of taking the medals was probably Banks’, the realisation of 
the idea was probably Boulton's. Boulton, a celebrated medalist, designer 
and engraver, supplied the first steampress to the Royal M int. The actual 
order to Boulton would have been made in fairly vague terms, and Boulton 
then produced a medal to his own design using Banks’ suggestions. It is 
probable that Banks at first only considered the production of a quantity 
of medals for his own presentation; it was not until later that the idea of 
offical distribution to the natives and the consequent transfer of thedie costs 
to the Admiralty occurred to him."

Emanuelein exileserved the king of Spain, 
as governor-general of the Lowlands, and in 1557 delivered a devastating 
defeat to the French at St. Quentin. As part of subsequent negotiations the 
Dukewas confirmed as the independent ruler of Savoy, assuming full control 
of his duchy in 1559. Emmanuel Philibert made Turin his capital, thus shifting 
the centre of his duchy from France to Italy, and Savoy's growing influence 
in Italian affairs led to the establishment of the H ouse of Savoy as the royal 
Italian house in 1861.

This coin comes from an important hoard of Greek gold staters from the 
time of the M ithradatic War (88-86 B.C.). They were issued by M ithradates 
V1 of Pontus who used the design of the famous issues two centuries earlier 
of Lysimachos. These staters with the head of Alexander the Great linked 
him to Alexander, history's greatest conqueror. At the age of 18, M ithradates 
embarked on a career of conquest, bringing most of the lands around the 
Black Sea under his control. These policies brought him into conflict with 
Romeand heconsequently tried to liberate the East from Romeand quickly 
defeated the local garrisons and massacred every Roman citizen in Asia (some 
80,000 in one night). Athens welcomed him as a liberator, but the Roman 
response came in 87 B.C. TheConsul Sulla and five legions captured Athens 
and pursued M ithradates back to Asia M inor. M ithradates was fined 2000 
talents (600,000 gold staters) and returned to Pontus. T hese gold staters were 
probably struck during his campaign in Thracein late 88 to early 87 B.C., to 
pay his mercenary soldiers. Three cities struck these coins. Alternatively the 
view has been put forward suggesting that these coins were issues by Brutus 
in the Civil War of 44-42 B.C. and was published in Celator J anuary 2000 
(pp. 22-24). This identification may prove to be the correct interpretation.

Completing his expeditions to the outer limits of Asia M inor, Alexander the 
Great led his army westward late in 331 BC. The metropolis of Babylon 
was surrendered by its satrap, M azaios, whom Alexander rewarded with 
the local governorship. Alexander made Babylon his royal seat, and there 
established one of his most important mints, from which a large quantity 
of regular ‘Alexandrine’ or ‘imperial’ coinages were struck, including the 
impressive dekadrachms of circa 327/6 BC. In addition to the ‘imperial’ 
coinages, Babylon also produced a substantial group of local coinages, some 
of which initially bore the name of M azaios. But after M azaios' death in 
328 B.C. the issue of silver ‘lion staters' continued in at least three smaller 
denominations, all with a seated Baal on the obverse and a standing lion 
on the reverse. The staters initially were struck to the weight of the Attic 
tetradrachm, but eventually were reduced to the lighter Persic standard of 
the Babylonian shekel. Though initiated under M azaios, both the gold and 
the silver coinages were produced for decades afterwards, with the final silver 
coins probably being struck circa 288/7 BC under Seleukos I.

An exceptional military issue struck by the dictator Sulla in the East as 
imperator without reference to senatorial authorization. In his early career 
Sulla served Rome in many capacities, including the arrest of the renegade 
King Jugurtha in Numidia and at the other end of the M editerranean 
officiating at the first negotiations Rome held with Parthia. H owever, it was 
not until he reached his 50s that his period of great achievement began. As 
an aspiring general and politician, Sulla found ample opportunity in Italy 
during the Social War (91-89 B.C.) and in Greece and the East during the 
First M ithridatic War (88-84 B.C.) and its aftermath. However, on more 
than one occasion Sulla's interests clashed with other equally ambitious 
Romans, not the least of whom was his elder C.M arius. Sulla had amassed 
experience, power and a fortune in war booty, which in 83 B.C. he used to 
finance his invasion of Italy, ostensibly to liberate Rome from the legions 
loyal to the memory of Marius. Though M arius was long dead, his party 
held firm control until, with the help of younger men such as Crassus and 
Pompey, Sulla toppled the M arian regime by force of arms. After defending 
Rome from the Samnites at the battle of the Colline Gate in 82 B.C. and 
mopping up the remaining M arians in the West, Sulla's dictatorship seemed 
secure, even though M ithradates was again on the warpath in Asia. He was 
finaly defeated by agents of Sullain 81 B.C. M arius was a radical reformer 
who tried to break the traditional power of the Senate and the wealthy 
families in Rome; Sulla opposed this and fought to re-establish the old order. 
N eedless to say, the upheavals in both directions were enormously violent 
and socially disruptive , and in the process both M arius and Sulla earned 
reputations for their ruthlessness. Sulla aloneis credited with executing some 
90 senators and 2,600 equestrians. In 79 B.C. he reluctantly forfeited the 
dictatorship, and a year later he died while living on his estates in Campania. 
Even though Sulla normally rejected the usual practice of paying most of the 
state's annual expenses in new coin, he was none the less responsible for a 
great amount of coinage.
